Influenza and its Dangers 
{MONG all the dangers of the coming winter 
must not forget to consider influenza. As a 
neral rule epidemics occur in the first quarter 
the year, so the Ministry of Health is in good 
me with a revised edition of its ‘“ Memorandum 
Influenza ”’ first issued in 1919 (H.M. Stationery 
‘lice; price 2d.). Deaths from influenza are 
nerally due to pulmonary or cardiac complica 
ms, and not to influenza itself, which is a short 
arp illness from which recovery is usually 
ipid. On an average respiratory complications 
recorded in 70 per cent. of fatal illnesses 
issified as influenza. Invasion by some other 
ganism may have been facilitated by a lowering 
resistance produced by the influenza bacillus

| most of us must be exposed to infection as 

go about our daily life. Nevertheless, certain 
ecautions should be taken. The individual is 
lvised to abstain from needless exposure to

o his best to avoid infecting others. At the 
irst feeling of illness he should go to bed at once 
ind remain there for two or three days after the 
mperature is normal. ‘‘ Much harm may be 
lone by getting up too early.” Public health 
ithorities are advised to take steps to lessen 
portunities of infection, to assist in the treat- 
vent and nursing of individual cases and to help 
litigate the hardships and risks which often result 
vhen several members of a household have 
ifluenza at the same time. They should make 
videly known full information about nursing 
ssistance, home helps, special arrangements, if 
ny, for medical attendance, hospitals available, 
nd so on, for those who may need assistance.

URGICAL  dressings.—Surgical dressings 
mav or mav not be combined with general 
nursing care. The doctor gives instructions, 

nd also gives the patient an insurance vouche! 

dressings. People in receipt of public assistance 
ceive a similar voucher from the parish doctor, 

the nurse usually finds a supply of dressings 
waiting her at the patient's house. 


Method of Procedure 

In the case of a surgical dressing the nurse 
roceeds as follows 

1) Takes from her bag 2 towel, nail brush, soap 
in and instrument case and places them on a clean 
iece of newspaper, then closes her bag. 

2) Pours out water for her hands. 

3) Places a saucepan and pail on newspaper on 
he floor. 

4) Removes the lid of the swab box. 

5) Washes and dries her hands. 

6) Places in a saucepan the things to be 
terilised, i.e., two pairs of forceps, probe, scissors, 
patula, swabs and an egg cup; she places a bowl, 
nverted, over the saucepan, and puts the saucepan 
in to boil. 

7) Prepares a table, covering it with newspapet

A “ Divided” Bed Necessary

(7) Brings in the improvised steriliser, removes 
the lid (i.e., the enamel basin) and pours into it the 
superfluous boiling water, adding cold sterile 
water to both. 

(8) Scrubs up, using the boiled nailbrush. 

(9) Removes the jug, places it on the table, 
connects up tubing, funnel and catheter and sees 
that they do not contain any boiling water: 
prepares the lotion in the jug (temperature 100 
to 103°F.). (The jug is hot so it keeps 
warm.)

Inhibiting Lactation 

It is sometimes necessary to inhibit lactation 
either in the case of still-born babies or at the time 
of weaning. This is done by inhibiting the pituitary 
secretion of prolactin with large doses of oestradiol 
benzoate or testosterone propionate. The dose 
is 5mgm. of oestradiol benzoate intramuscularly 
twice weekly for two or more doses, or 50 mgm. 
of testosterone intramuscularly twice weekly for 
two or more doses. Hormone therapy produces 
disappearance of turgescence and pain of distension 
much more rapidly and effectively than the older 
method of aperients and bandages.—S. Levy 
Simpson, M.D., M.R.C.P., writing in the “ Prac- 
titioner.”’ 


Insulin Syringes for Panel Patients 

The small glass syringe, costing from 1s. 6d. to 
2s. 6d., usually supplied to panel patients for 
self-injection of insulin is very unsatisfactory. 
lis markings are too small for acurate dosage ; 
it breaks easily, and its adequate sterilization 
takes a long time. At our diabetic clinic we 
supply a spirit-proof cylindrical case containing 
a suitably marked syringe to all our patients 
which keeps the syringe sterile and makes 
injection accurate, simple, and saves many 
minutes a day. This costs 6s. 6d., and our almoner 
raises the money in various ways. Tor some 
panel patients she has great and needless difh 
culties. It is not generally known to doctors that 
such a syringe can be legitimately prescribed for 
panel patients under the existing regulations. 
Three insurance committees assure me_ that 
“the type of syringe is not indicated, and it is 
open to the insurance doctor to order the parti 
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replace ed in a bag and sterilised as befor hey are 
afterwards dried with a piece of clean linen or a 
towel, powdered and wrapped in clean, dry linen 
before being put away

kept in their cases in surgical spirit to which has 
been added a few drops of Dettol or glycerin 
Each diabetic provides, if possible, her own 
syringe, or may have a syringe loaned from the 
nurse's lending cupboard 


An Improvised Spirit Lamp 


Urine testing.—Benedict’s test for sugar is the 
one most frequently done in district nursing. A 
candlestick with a piece of cotton wool in the 
centre on which is poured a little methylated 
spirit, makes a good substitute for a spirit lamp. 
The test-tube containing urine and solution is 
boiled for two minutes and allowed to cool while 
the nurse scrubs up and gives the insulin. The 
reaction is then noted, and recorded along with the 
time, and amount and kind of insulin given.

Proteins in the Treatment of Nephritis 

Concluding with the words “ protein starvation 
will kill the patient sooner than protein excess,” 
J. D. S. Cameron (Edinburgh Medical Journal, 
June 1939, 46,386) refers to the general fear of 
protein administration in nephritis since the days 
of Bright, and the consequent limitation of milk 
and the institution of a starvation diet. Experi 
ments carried out by the author have shown that 
1 pint of milk per day can be taken without in 
creasing the amount of urea excreted by the kidney, 
and other experiments have proved that proteins 
have no deleterious effect on the kidney, cause no 
abnormality in the urine or rise in blood pressure, 
and exert a beneficial influence on the general 
condition of the patient, whereas privation of 
them lowers the bodily resistance to infection and 
also does not relieve the kidney of the excretion 
of urea. In the regime advocated by the author 
fiuid intake is restricted at the onset of the disease, 
about 2 pints daily being allowed, half of which is 
fruit juice and glucose: 1 pint of milk, however, 
is given daily.—‘ The Practitioner.”’

the operating units to work smoothly, no matter 
what rush of work they get. To safeguard the ether 
they have a shelter in a small ward in the operating 
unit, affectionately referred to as ‘‘ our ether dump 
It is improvised from screen frames and sandbags, 
and the spare bottles of ether are buried within. 
Sets of apparatus used for blood and saline infusion 
are ready sterilised, wrapped in neat green linen 
bundles and piled in large laundry baskets to be sent 
off to wards or theatres as needed. Blood donors are 
called upon from time to time and blood is stored ready 
for use ; cupboards are filled to the brim with dressings, 
splints are ready to be applied and there are quantities 
of plaster bandages. 


The arrangements in the wards are equally well 
thought out. Patients for operation will be brought 
into the admission ward where a good idea is the bed 
ready with the theatre canvas upon it so that poles 
can be slipped in and the patient lifted without being 
disturbed Theatre gown, and blankets are 
neatly piled on a chair at the foot of the bed, and an 
identity bag with string and label for the patient's 
clothes is in the locker. Ward windows are protected 
by rubberised solution on the outside and “‘ Cello- 
phane "’ on the inside, and there are double black 
blinds; the lights over the beds have little white 
bags drawn over them to protect the bed from 
splinters of glass, should they be broken.

Miss Taylor Replies 

I regret that the chief point I wished to emphasise 
in my article in the Sister Tutors’ Number of the 
Nursing Times was not appreciated by all readers 
[he point was the difficulty of having trainees from 
voluntary hospitals continuing their training in 
hospitals under local authorities. 

I speak with authority and venture to suggest that 
I have a wider knowledge and experience than your 
correspondents. I have worked under both forms 
of administration separately, and since the war 
collectively. I can therefore appreciate the differences 
and the changes that would have to be made before 
a successful combination could be accomplished. I 
agree that in some of the municipal hospitals the 
training is excellent and the unnecessary domestic 
work has been taken from the nurse; but, here is the 
difference : the nurse, who contributes to the cost of 
her training at the outset and subsequently by 
accepting a small salary, has a right to expect more in 
return than one who contributes little or nothing. 

Some nurses from the voluntary hospitals may 
have been evacuated to municipal hospitals where the 
training is as good as the one they were receiving in 
their own hospital, but in many instances this is not 
the case. I know of a number of hospitals where the 
following duties are included in the nurses’ work: 
sweeping wards, polishing furniture, washing crockery 
and cleaning baths and sluices; and this to such an 
extent that there is little time for some of the nurses 
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Lastly, there is the sub-basement of the hospital, 
two floors below street level, which, all swept and 
garnished, and provided with electric fans, makes a 
splendid refuge for staff and patients. It is such a 
big, rambling place that there is plenty of room and 
different people have different parts allocated to 
them. There is the night nurses’ corner, for instance, 
provided with beds and a large placard to warn 
others to be quiet, and other parts are arranged 
comfortably for patients, day staff, gas workers, and 
so on. 

[There are tables and chairs, and mattresses have 
been placed round the pillars to form extra seats 
Even magazines are provided and there is a canteen, 
run by Sister Housekeeper, which is likely to prove the 
most popular spot of all! A telephone is installed 
and there is a direct microphone communicating 
with the waiting room (board room) so that the 
doctor can call for more nurses when he needs 
them. One delightful feature here, as in other parts 
of the hospital, is the good lighting. There is plenty 
of light, for the black-out arrangements are excellent 
and there is no need to dim the lighting anywhere 

[he Middlesex, then, like other big hospitals, is 
well prepared for any eventuality. The daily round 
goes on, but 200 beds are kept ready for possible air 
raid victims meanwhile, and all the patients brought 
in are sure of receiving prompt and efficient attention

In one hospital one charwoman was telling another 
what she had to do in the ward when she relieved her 
day off. She said, ‘‘ You Wwon’t be able to do every- 
thing—the nurses do the rest.’’ All nurses should be 
able and willing to put their hand to any kind of work 
in an emergency but these things are not the outcome 
of the emergency. I am sure that all thinking people 
in the profession, including your correspondents, 
would agree that the nursing profession, like every- 
thing else, is only as strong as its weakest link, and 
consequently the conditions I have described should 
not be allowed to exist.

Constructive Criticism 

The voluntary hospitals have their own standards 
of training which are the result of their long tradition 
A moderately high premium has to be paid to enter 
these training schools and, in return, the hospital 
guarantees a training in accordance with these 
standards. If the present conditions continue these 
guarantees will not be carried out. 

No one expects to escape from the problems and 
inconveniences that must arise in war-time, but the 
nursing profession has, because of the war, become 
increasingly important, and it is not easy for a nurse 
to be content with a training which offers in many 
ways less scope and experience than that which she 
has been promised. 

Surely it is only constructive to acknowledge these 
difficulties Lonestly as Miss Taylor has done in her 
article in the Nursing Times of November 11.

The Origin of Margarine 


\lthough margarine was comparatively little 
cnown in this country before 1914, it was not, 
is many people still imagine, invented during the 
Great War. Its birth dates back some 35 years 
vefore then, to the days of the Franco-Prussian war 
\s the Germans advanced on Paris, the shortage 
if food supplies, especially dairy produce, became 
icute and the price of butter soared so high that 
mly the very rich could afford it. In 1870, 
Napoleon III, gravely concerned at the plight of 
iis people, offered a prize for the invention of an 
irticle of food “ as nutritious, as stable, as palatable 
is butter.” 

[he scientist Mége-Mouries noticed that when 
ows were starved they still yielded milk, although 
apidly weight. He found that it was 
possible to obtain butter from this milk, and 
oncluded that this butter must come from the 
body fat of the animal. If this were so, he reasoned, 
it must be possible to obtain butter from the cow’s 
own fat. 

Research showed this to be the case, and Meg 
Mouries evolved a process based on this discovery 
[he process won him the prize, and before long 
he was supplying the whole of Paris with his 
butter-substitute, although it should be noted 
that it bore as little resemblance to the product 
known as margarine to-day as did his process to 
modern methods of manufacture

The Incorporation of Vitamins 


After the Great War manufacturers set about 
enhancing the quality of their product, being now 
able to obtain far higher grade materials, and also 
to improve the methods of refining and blending 
By far the most important development was thx 
formulation of a which made _ possibk 
the incorporation of vitamins 

In 1912 Sir Frederick Gowland Hopkins had 
found that Wistar rats died when fed on purified 
foods, whereas on a diet of the same quantities 
of crude they flourished. Although the 
existence of vitamins had been indicated as long 
ago as 1881 by the work of Lunin at Basel, it was 
not until after Sir Frederick's researches that thei 
nature and functions came to be fully understood. 

Vitamins were found to be of two types, those 
which were soluble in fats and those which were 
soluble in water. Later, two fat-soluble vitamins 
were identified which came to be known as A and 
D: these were established as being of the very 
greatest importance. Proper growth and develop- 
ment of the body is not possible without an 
adequate supply of vitamin A, shortage of which 
also affects the eyes and leads to night blindness. 
Lack of vitamin D, which was shown to be essential 
to the promotion of healthy bone formation and 
the prevention of decaying teeth, was discovered 
to be associated with rickets. General deficiency 
of the two fat-soluble vitamins causes suscepti 
bility to influenza, tonsillitis and and 
generally lowers the body's resistance to disease.

The “ Sunshine Vitamins ” 


Butter, among other animal fats, proved to be a 
source of these vitamins, which are formed by the 
action of sunlight on the cow and its food. (Hence 
their popular name, the “ sunshine vitamins.”’ 
It thus became realised that the nutritive value 
of butter lay not only in its caloric value, but 
also in its vitamin content [he fat-soluble 
vitamins were, however, absent from many of the 
oils and fats constituting margarine, which con 
sequently came to be-criticised for this deficiency. 

Accordingly, margarine manufacturers set to 
work to remedy this defect in order to make the 
nutritive value of their product equal to that of 
butter. The fat-soluble vitamins were obtained in 
concentrated form from liver-oil, vitamin D also 
being obtained by purification of rradiated sterol 
Herein technical difficulty. In

This fact is now clearly stated on the wrappers « 
all brands to which it applies, so that there is n 
difficulty in ensuring that one obtains the vitamin 
ised variety. Itis perhaps of interest to record that 
vitamins A and D were included in the standard 
grade of margarine (“ pool’ margarine) marketed 
under Government control shortly after the out 
break of the present wat 

[he process of modern margarine manufactur 
involves the emulsification of refined oils wit! 
fresh skimmed milk. The principal sources ot 
these oils are coconuts, ground nuts and paln 
fruits, the crude oil being extracted by mean 
of heat or a combination of heat and high pressur 
The crude oil so obtained is a mixture of neutral 
oil and free fatty acids, with traces of albuminous 
matter and moisture 

Ihe crude oils arrive at the factory in insulated 
tank wagons. As only neutral oil is suitable fo 
making margarine, the crude oil is treated with 
caustic soda which combines with the free fatty 
acids and albuminous matter, causing soaps and 
lye-products to settle at the bottom of th 
pot The clear neutral oil is then decanted and 
thoroughly washed with large quantities of water 
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to remove any traces of soap or other water- 
soluble impurities. Drying follows, and the oil 
is bleached to remove its natural colour. 

Milk is transported in bulk to the factories by 
means of glass-lined tank cars. On arrival it 
undergoes both chemical and _ bacteriological 
examinations, following which it is pasteurised, 
cooled (see fig. 1), and inoculated with a pure 
standard culture of lactic acid bacilli. This culture 
is of the very greatest importance, because it 
provides the determining factor in the final flavour 
and aroma. Incidentally, this process of treating 
the milk is used in butter-making by the most 
up-to-date dairies in the world, which probably 
explains why it is difficult to differentiate in 
flavour between modern margarine and butter. 


The Vitaminising Process 

Blends of oils and fats are now brought together 
with the milk in enormous churns, in which they are 
converted into a smooth, creamy emulsion (fig. 2). 
It is at this stage that fat-soluble vitamins A and 
D are introduced. The emulsion is then chilled 
by passing over huge revolving drums, the surfaces 
of which are maintained at a temperature of 
minus 15°C. After travelling once round the drum 
the emulsion has been converted into a solid 
layer, which is shorn off by scrapers, to be received 
below in aluminium containers (fig. 3). 

The margarine is now in its first stage as asolid, 
and the containers are removed to the maturing 
room to allow the flakes to recover from the shock 
of sudden violent cooling. At the same time the 
gradual rise in temperature causes the oils and fats 
to absorb more of the flavour and aroma of the 
milk. 

Aluminium hoppers fitted with worm screws 
next carry the margarine forward, passing it 
through granite kneading rollers which give it the 
pliability necessary for easy spreading. Further 
refinement in the texture is achieved by pommelling 
the margarine on revolving tables (fig. 4). 

After a further maturing (fig. 5) the margarine is 
thoroughly mixed in a big blender, which gives a 
final touch to the texture, at the same time giving 
a very bright appearance (fig. 6). Here the mois- 
ture content is checked and, if necessary, adjusted 









by law the maximum moisture content of mat 
garine is fixed as that of butter, i.e., 16 per cent.)

The remaining dietetic respect in which the two 
foods may be compared is that of vitamin content 
Here perhaps margarine has the advantage ove! 
butter, for whereas in butter the content fluctuates 
according to the amounts of sunshine at different 
seasons, that of margarine, being scientificiall\ 
controlled, remains constant all the year round 

In recent years there has been a great deal ot 
controversy about the comparative flavours of th 
two products. As a result of this controversy a 
leading manufacturer last vear offered substantia! 
money prizes in different parts of the country to 
people who could distinguish correctly between a 
number of samples of margarine and butter. The 
key to the correct solution was held by a leading 
firm of chartered accountants, who checked all th: 
entries. Out of thousands of people who entered 
only two gave the correct solution.

Work of the War Emergency Committee 


Che meeting opened with a report from the Presi- 
dent on the work of the War Emergency Committee 
which was appointed in June to act for the Council 
should a state of emergency arise. Miss Monk 
explained how the War Emergency Committee had 
met at the outbreak of -hostilities to review the 
position of the Royal College of Nursing 

The committee felt that it was vital to carry on as 
much of the routine work of the College as possible 
and that this could be done most satisfactorily from 
headquarters. The committee decided that it was, 
however, imperative to ensure that, if possible, the 
College did not accumulate a large burden of debt 
which would hamper its future usefulness. Members 
will remember that in the past few years with the 
growth of the various branches and activities of the 
College the excess of income over expenditure has 
been very slight. Of the normal annual expenditure 
of just over £17,000 only about £6,300 (roughly one 
third) is met by fees and subscriptions, the balance 
coming to a large extent from the rents of properties 
belonging to the College and income from invest- 
ments. The Committee realised that the College 
must anticipate a definite fall of income as a result 
of the war, since rents would be affected by the 
evacuation of property in central London and the 
value of investments was likely to fluctuate adversely 
In addition, the members of the College would be 
scattered and there might be difficulty in collecting 
subscriptions as a result of changes of address 
though the committee hoped that members would 
lo ali in their power to prevent this

Advice to Examination Candidates 


OW that the written papers have come and 
N gone and candidates for the deferred October 
State Examinations have only the oral and 
practical examinations before them, a word of advice 
may be helpful, especially to those who may have 
left hospital or be cut off from the usual free access 
to sister tutors, practical class rooms and reference 
libraries. 

In the first place, donot try to dotoo much revision 
at the last moment. It is vital that you should have 
your wits about you if you are to do well in practical 
and oral work, and many a candidate has done badly 
in the past from coming into the examination room 
in a state of mental exhaustion through trying to 
cram into the last week or two work which should 
have been learnt earlier. Remember, a little recrea 
tion will be a help and not a waste of time, and will 
make you likely to be over-nervous when the 
great moment comes 


The Problem of Revision 


What are vou to revise ? It is a very good plan, 
if you have not already done so, to run through 
your examination syllabus and make a ring round 
anything on which you feel your knowledge is weak 
so that you can concentrate on these special points 
This gives an excellent basis for a final revision, pro- 
vided the weak spots are not too numerous. It is a 
good plan to look up those points particularly on 
which detailed knowledge is expected of you If 
you are a candidate for the Preliminary State Exam- 
ination, do you know, for example, the composi- 
tion of air, of milk, of urine and the like? 
You may be asked for percentages. Remember that 
it is better to have round figures correct than to 
try to memorise to the second decimal place. If 
your memory for figures is good, by all means tell 
your examiner that air contains 79 per cent. nitrogen, 
cent. oxygen, and 0.04 per cent. carbon 
dioxide, with traces of other and varying 
quantities of water vapour On the other hand, 
if figures readily elude vou, it is better to say that the 
air is roughly 80 per cent. nitrogen (4/5), and 20 
per cent. oxygen (1/5) with traces of carbon dioxide

Pitfalls to Avoid 


It is very easy to make things in practice 
and the fact that vou have not met them in training 
does not mean you may not need them in a district 
home, the wilds of Africa or a clearing in the Indiat 
jungle, for we can never foresee where fate will lead 
our steps. Remember it is no use to be able to make a 
linseed poultice of excellent consistency which is but 
luke-warm, or a good hot mixture which is, alas, 
like a mess of pottage. These appear all too often 
in the examination room. 

Do you know the secret of making starch mucilage 
Use only as little cold water as possible to mix the 
starch powder to a cream and then pour your boiling 
water on quickly and boldly, but be ready to stop 
the moment the starch turns Many a starch 
poultice has been doomed to failure from the start 
because the maker trickles in a little hot water, stops 
stirs, and looks, then trickles in a little more only 
to stop, stir and look again, and all the while her 
mixture is getting cooler and the hope of its ever 
turning at all is becoming more and more remote 


Let Your Head Save Your Heels 


For your bedmaking remember to collect every 
thing extra you will need in the way of linen, fracture 
boards, hot bottles and so on, before you strip the 
bed, so that you do not have to run away when 
your patient has only a blanket to keep her warm, 
and remember to have sheets and blankets rolled 
ready to go under the patient before you move her 
You know it is good nursing, in fact you would do it 
instinctively in a hospital ward, but because the 
things are laid out somewhere near you may be 
tempted to fetch them to the bedside at the last 
minute and so give a bad impression of your nursing 
method.
